Cole’s new Skyline locust is a stately and unusual variety with distinctive pyra- 
midal form. It develops an exceptionally strong, sturdy trunk and shapely crown 
without being staked or specially trimmed. 

Branches are uniformly spaced and arranged, resulting in a well-filled tree of 
rather formal appearance. Strong crotches result from the wide angle—60 to 90 de- 
grees—at which the branches diverge from the trunk. 

The leaves of SKYLINE are dark green and of a heavy, leathery texture. They 
are more closely spaced, and the leaflets are larger than the average Honeylocust 
produces, thereby contributing to the compact appearance of the crown. An added 
touch is the reddish-bronze cast which characterizes the emerging leaves. 

Practically all of the flowers produced are male; but infrequently a polygamous 
flower has appeared in which a single floret is female. Since only a small per- 
centage of these female florets are pollinated, seeding is of minor importance.
